Many times reported destroyed, the 
North German I lord liner had evad­ 
ed hostile warships for eight months 
w hile she sent fourteen m erchantm en 
to the bottom. 
H er officers said she 
was forced to steal her way past four 
allied cruisers off the Virginia Capes 
to reach this refuge. 
“We got in without being seen by 
the enemy and we can get out the 
same ^ av,” declared her commander, 
Lieut. Capt. Paul Thief felder. former 
navigation -officer 
of

cruiser Karlsruhe, in a statem ent last 
night. 
When she dropped anchor the Kran- 
prinz Wilhelm had le s s than tw ent\

visions for the crew of 500 men and 
61 prisoners from British merchant 
ships sunk in the South Atlantic. 
OI the fourteen ships that the 15,000 
ton cruiser sank, nine were British 
foul French and one Norwegian. The 
value of their cargoes, officers of the 
Wilhelm estimated at $7,000,000. 
The Kronprinz Wilhelm followed in 
the wake of the interned Frinz Eitel 
Friedfjch, which arrived here a month 
ago Saturday, after thrilling and ef 
fective operations for 
the 
German 
arms. 
In her raid of the seas since she 
slipped out of 
New 
York 
harbor. 
August 6, last, as a German merchant 
and passenger steamer, 
the 
Kron­ 
prinz Wilhelm never touched land 
and took 960 prisoners from various 
vessels destroyed. 
Most of these were sent to South 
American ports a t different times on 
German ships which met the raider 
nn re cponse to wireless calls. 
The 
sixty-one now' on board, who were 
landed bere today, are British sailors 
from the steamship Tamar, destroyed 
March 25, and the Coleby, destroyed 
March 27, last. 
The second of the raiders brought 
as thrilling a story as did the Eitel 
Freidrich. 
H er record of destruction, 
however, w’as accomplished with onl> 
four guns, two taken from the Ger­ 
man cruiser K ailsruhe and two cap­ 
tured later from the British merchant 
steamer, La Correntina, sunk Octo­ 
ber 7, 1914.

cultivated 
her 
individual 
tenth of an acre without help, gath­ 
ering the crop as it ripened. 
Each girl provided herself with a 
canning outfit, which could be used 
on 
her 
mother’s 
cooking 
range. 
When the canning was completed a 
label bearing the name of the girl 
who raised and canned th^ tomatoes 
was pasted on the cans and the pro­ 
duct marketed at the local stores and 
shipped to the cities. 
Miss Mary Hurnbow, of Pittsville, 
Mo., marketed her crop for $50, while 
Nell Shelton,

$50 
each from 
their crop.

The 
New 
Testament, 
written 
in 
Greek, tells the same story, using the 
word Hades as the translation of the 
Hebrew Sheol. 
It is in modern trans­ 
lations of the Bible that difficulty is 
encountered, particularly in the Eng­ 
lish. 
Nearly all these 
translations 
have been made within the last five 
hundred years. 
For 1300 years be 
fore the Bible had been little known, 
because not translated into the lait 
guaces of (lie people, and because few 
could have read it if it had been trans 
lated. 
In the second century' the theory 
prevailed thai the bishops were as 
much inspired as the Apostles and 
Jesus; for they were called Apostolic 
bishops. 
Bible study was considered 
unnecessarv because these Apostolic 
bishops w'ere on the spot to give up 
to-dale information and communica 
tions from God. 
Then followed thir 
teen centuries of no Bible study, dur 
Ing which time, as the Apostles hail 
forewarned, grievous wolves came in 
to the flock, makitig merchandise of 
th e slieep for their own profit. 
(Acts 
20:26-31.) 
Gradually the doctrines 
becam e so mingled with errors that 
the false teachers enslaved the peo­ 
ple with fear, and then extorted money 
for the relief of the fears. 
W hen Bible s t u d y revived in (be 


in Sheol, whither thou goes!/'—whith­ 
er a1! go. 
This exactly accords with

The parable of the rich 
man and 
Lazarus would seem very 
simple if 
our minds had 
not 
been perverted 
with error; but, filled with the per­ 
version, many find thi* parable diffi­ 
cult to understand and are inclined 
to throw away the entire Bible be­ 
cause of it. 
We hope to make the 
m atter very plain. 
To be t.borough, 
we must note the fact 
that lovers

mil, Jesus used the word fire here ,jg( (hat thjg ,g 
a ,)arable bm a 
symbolically, just as w*e use it, to rep 
resent destruction. 
Thus 
our 
news­ 
paper® iel! about the great conflagra 
lion in Europe—not literal fire, but 
war, causing great destruction. 
So Jesus pointed out that, although 
He had come *o save men from death 
and eventually by a resurrection tc 
lift up all who had gone dow’n tr 
Hades, nevertheless the relief w’ould 
be only temporary, except to those 
who would conform to Divine Law' 
All others under that Second Trial 
would be condemned as unworthy of 
everlasting life and would die again. 
Fifteenth Century, the errors w 'erejThis Second I>eath would be everlast- 
ho intrenched in men’s 
minds 
th a tjin g , because Christ would not 
die 
their thoughts were colored respect*'again for those w ho would sin wilfully 
ing every feature of faith. Those who 
translated the 
Bible 
doubtless 
did 
th eir best to set forth its meaning, 
but unconsciously g a \e little twists, 
in their endeavor to have the Bible 
say what they thought it meant. 
As 
an illustration, note John 5:29. There 
the translators have given us the ex­ 
pression, “resurrection of damnation,” 
w hen nothing in the Greek justified 
the word damnation. 
The Revised 
Version renders it properly, “resur 
rection of judgm ent”—trial. 
W hen the Hebrew word Sheol wras 
being translated. Hell was the nearest 
word to fit their ideas. Hence they 
translated it Hell as many times as 
possible; and only when this w’as im­ 
possible did they give something ap­ 
proaching the proper translation—the 
grave. 
There is another word 
for 
grave—qeber. a sepulchre, a mound, a 
monument. But do their best to make 
Hell out of Sheol, they could only so 
translate it 
less than one-half the 
whole number of occurrences. 
The 
Revised translation retains the He­ 
brew Sheol and the Greek Hades, say­ 
ing, I/et the reader find out w hat it 
means, doubtless he will think that 
Sheol is the “hot p la te ;” and so the 
common people will not know what 
an egregious blunder was made by 
the theologians. 
Good men, who know' better, permit 
♦heir congregations to think that they 
believe in a burning Hell of torture, 
when p ro ra te d thev confess to the 
contrary. But they say. Let us not do 
good, lest evil follow—let us not tell 
the people, lest fewer would then 
come to church, and the power of su­ 
pervention, which holds so many, be 
broken. 
Poor men! They seem blind 


a f t e r being released from the first 
sentence. 
Pointing to the valley outside of 
Jerusalem, used as a garbage furnace 
and called in the Greek Gehenna, and 
in Hebrew Valle> of Hinnon and also 
Tophet, Jesus declared that it illus­ 
trated the fate of all wilful sinners 
Dead cats and dogs, etc., were throw r 
into the Valley of Hinnom, Gehenna 
where fires were kept burning, and 
where brimstone was burned to kill 
the germs. 
It is said that criminals 
of 
the 
worst type, after 
execution, 
wert 
tbrow'n into that valley, as intimating 
that they would not share 
in 
tilt 
resurrection. 
This thought Jesus em­ 
phasized—the utter destruction, in tin 
Second Death, of anv found incorrig 
ible after having received full oppor 
tanity of return to God through merit 
of Christ’s sacrifice. Tho Bible every 
where holds out the thought that the 
Church now', and the wrorld in its trial 
Day future, will be in danger of Ce 
henna destruction—the Second Death 
Sneaking of wilful sinners against 
full light, St. Paul sa vs, “ Who shah 
he punished with everlasting destruc 
tion.” (2 Thess. 
1:7-9.) 
St. 
Pete! 
says they shall perish “like natural 
brute b e a s ts ”—2 Peter 2:12. 
Release From Sheol, Hades, the Tomb. 
Bible students know' that Sheol and 
Hades could not be places of eternal

T h e s e Scriptures mean 
that 
the 
grave shall not always Triumph over 
the human family, that mankind will 
he delivered by Messiah’s Kingdom 
from the power of the tomb, that we 
can rely upon God’s promise that ul­ 
timately Hades, the tomb, will be de- 
strowed in the Second Death, s y m b o l ­ 
ically represented by the 
Lake of 
Fire. 
Note thai the symbol is ex­ 
plained- “the Lake of rite , which is 
the Second D e ath ” 
In other words, a1! that are in their 


literal description. Let us see. Does 
it seem reasonable to say that with ! 
nothing said about His character as ! 
being either moral or immoral, but 
simply an account of his fine clothes, 
his sumptuous food and his riches, a 
man should be eternally roasted? Is 
that a logical interpretation? 
Similarly, it is not said that Laza­ 
rus was moral or immoral, but mere­ 
ly that he was poor, ate crumbs at 
the rich m an’s gate, and wa^ full of 
sores, which dogs licked. 
Is it rea­ 
sonable to suppose 
that 
sores and 
destitution, without character, would 
be qualifications for heaven'’ Surely 
not! If all rich people go to eternal 
torment, if all people who v'ear fine 
linen and purple clothing and 
have 
plenty to eat must suffer to all eter­ 
nity, what an aristocratic place hell 
would be! On the other hand, if only 
those who have sores and dogs 
to 
lick them, and who 
lie, at a rich 
man’s gate and eat crumbs from his 
table, go to heaven, how few of us 
will get there! Moreover, if it is a 
literal statem ent, then Abraham here 
is a literal person, as well as Laza­ 
rus; and when Lazarus 
would 
get 
into his 
bosom, 
how 
many 
more 
could Abraham hold 
witliou* letting 
some drop? 
Surely this is not a 
literal state­ 
ment, but a parable. Let us treat it 
from 
this 
viewpoint, 
remembering 
that a parable never means what it 
says. For instance, in the Parable of 
the W heat and 
Tares, 
the 
wheat 
does not mean wheat, but “children 
of the kingdom ;” the tares, “child­ 
ren of the wicked one.” Accordingly, 
the rich man does not mean 
a rich 
man, but stands for some class; and 
Lazarus does not mean a poor man, 
hut stands for some class. # Let us 
thus apply the m atter. 
Interpretation of the Parable 
W e suggest that the rich man of 
(he parable represented 
the Jewish 
nation, rich iii 
God’s 
favor. 
Their 
spiritual table 
was 
bountifully sup­ 
plied with gracious 
promises from 
God. 
They 
“fared sumptuously,” as 
no other people did. To them belong- 
de the promise of the kingdom, rep­ 
resented by the 
purple 
raiment of 
royalty. As a people 
they 
had 
the 
purging of their sins, typical justifi­ 
cation. accomplished on their annual 
Atonement day. This was their “fine 
• linen.” representing 
that righteous­ 
ness that was thus imputed to them 
as a people. 
In A. P., 70, the rich man, the Jew ­ 
ish nation, died, when the last vest­ 
ige of the government was destroyed 
by Titus, the Roman general. 
The 
nation has been asleep in hades ever 
since, though the 
Jews 
have been 
very much alive 
and 
have suffered 
many things, especially 
among pro­ 
fessed christians of the (ares class. 
Zionism, which has sprung up with­ 
in the last thirty years, is the re vi­

ery day,” no share in the promises 
of royalty represented by tho purple 
robes, no 
“fine 
linen.” representing 
justification from sin.

things 
belonged to the Jew exclusively, un­ 
til his national rejection and the sub­ 
sequent opening of the door to the 
Gentiles, that 
they 
might 
become 
fellow heirs with the 
saintly Jews,

As the Jew died to His favors, so 
the Gentile died to His disfavor. As 


angels carried Lazarus to Abraham’s j 
bosom, so the early 
Jewish church, 
messengers of God and of Christ, re­

fellowship as brethren of the seed of 
Abraham. 
This, 
figuratively, is de­ 
scribed as Lazarus in Abraham’s bo­ 
som—treated as his child. 


The rich man 
represented espec­ 
ially two tribes, 
Judah 
and Benja­ 
min. Proportionately the 
five breth­ 
ren would represent the 
ten tribes. 
The parable represents the rich man 
as saying, I have five brethren. May 
not something be 
done 
for 
them? 


The answ er shows that 
only Israel­ 


ites could 
be 
m eant—“They have 
Moses and the 
prophets; 
let them 
hear them.” Only the tw'elve tribes 
of Israel had Moses 
and 
the pro­ 
phets. The Gentiles had them not. 


“ In Hell He Lifted Up His Eyes.”

The dogs licking the sores, in the 
I parable, represent that the la za ru s 
class were companions of dogs—in­ 
deed, “dog” was a name which Jews 
commonly gave Gentiles. Jesus Him­ 
self used it and gives an illustration 
of how believing Gentiles occasional- j 
Iv ate crumbs from the rich man’s 


table. The Syropbenician wroman re­

Of the thousand men whose replies, 
according to Comerford, were check­ 
ed up, 186 were single when the strike 
was called, September 31, 1911. There 
were 1,743 children, a small number 
which, he thought, might be traced to 
low w’ages and a subnormal scale of 
living. Forty-two per cent of the men 
owned their homes or were buying 
them. The strike cost 15 per cent of 
these their homes, and of the whole 
number 91 per cent moved from their 
lowly domiciles to even cheaper quar­ 
ters. Twelve per cent of the strikers 
had to sell their furniture and IO per 
cent to seek charity. 
The average period of idleness o< - 
canioned by the strike was one year. 
Tile witness claimed that

strike, and nine cases of insanity. 
“This, in brief, is an attempt to rep­ 
resent human values in dollars/* said 
Comerford.
